Within  this  embankment  four  areas,  mostly  composed 
of  clay  or  sandy  clay,  will  be  drained  with  a  total  area  of  211,830 
hectares  (523,220  acres),  or  207,200  hectares  (51 1,784  acres),  excluding 
dykes,  roads,  canals,  &c.  A  lai-ge  freshwater  lake  with  an  area  of  145,000 
hectares  (358,150  acres)  will  be  left  inside  the  embankment  to  serve 
as  a  storage  reservoir  for  the  large  quantities  of  water  flowing  in  from 
the  Ijsel  and  other  rivers,  when  high  tides  prevent  the  discharge  of 
water  from  the  lake  to  the  sea  through  the  sluice  gates  in  the  canal 
which  is  to  be  dug  through  Wieringen.

COUNTRIES  IMMEDIATELY  AFFECTED  BY  THE  LATE 
BALKAN  WAR :  NOTICES  TO  SHIPPERS  AND  OTHERS. 

Commercial  Conditions  in  Qreece. 

According  to  the  “  Bdrsen  Zeitung”  (Berlin)  of  15th  October,  the 
uncertain  political  situation  and  the  further  extension  of  the  mora¬ 
torium,  have  led  to  greater  industrial  depression  in  Greece,  especially 
Athens,  than  was  the  case  during  the  war,  and  this  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  an  improvement  was  expected  to  set  in.  Considerable 
reserve  is  being  manifested  in  placing  orders,  and  the  banks  are 
exercising  the  greatest  caution  in  extending  credit  and  in  discounting 
bills.  Retail  houses  in  Athens  have  been  the  least  injured  by  the 
course  of  events,  owing  to  the  circumstance  that  many  troops  have 
been  massed  there ;  hence  retail  houses  have  been  kept  steadily  busy, 
and  sound  firms  have  not  been  backward  in  discharging  their  debts. 
Wholesale  firms,  on  the  other  hand,  have  been  hampered  greatly  owing 
to  the  moratorium,  and  to  the  difficulty  of  getting  in  outstanding 
debts  from  provincial  customei-s.  Whether  any  considerable  losses 
will  be  sustained  is  still  a  matter  of  conjecture,  but  it  is  hoped  that 
most  of  the  financial  difficulties  will  be  overcome  by  prolonging  the 
time  for  payments.  Until  the  political  atmosphere  becomes  clearer, 
and  the  moratorium  is  abolished,  it  will  be  expedient  to  continue 
exercising  caution  in  the  matter  of  granting  credit,  even  though 
business  is  tolerably  good  in  Athens  and  the  Piraeus.  Eventually, 
a  period  of  good  trade  in  Greece  may  be  looked  forward  to,  and  there 
will  be  many  openings  for  imported  articles.  In  all  likelihood  the 
railways  will  be  extended  and  water  power  will  be  utilised  in  the 
newly  acquired  territory.

Greek  Moratorium  Prolonged. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  734  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  25th  September,  and  to  previous  notices  relative  to  the 
extension  of  the  Moratorium  in  Greece,  it  is  notified  that  H.M. 
Minister  at  Athens  has  now  telegraphed  to  the  effect  that  the 
Moratorium  has  been  terminated  in  Chios  and  Mitylene,  but  has  been 
further  extended  in  the  other  parts  of  Greece  for  one  month,  that  is, 
until  19th  December.  The  extension  does  not  apply,  however,  in 
the  following  cases  : — Suits  against  the  State,  municipalities  or  joint 
stock  companies  ;  trials  of  disputes  between  workmen  and  contractors ; 
and  trials  of  appeals  to  Court  of  Cassation  in  absence  of  defendant.

PROPOSED  NEW  PATENTS  LAW  IN  ECUADOR. 

H.M.  Charg6  d’AflFaires  at  Quito  has  forwarded  a  copy  of  the 
Report  for  1913  of  the  Ecuadorean  Minister  of  the  Interior  and 
Public  Works,  which  contains,  inter  alia,  the  draft  of  a  proposed 
new  law  relating  to  patents. 

Both  foreigners  and  nationals  may  register  patents,  and  it  is 
proposed  that  patent  rights  shall  last  for  five,  ten,  or  fifteen  years 
according  to  the  importance  of  the  invention,  the  registration  fee 
being  100  sucres  (£10),  200  sucres  (£20),  and  300  sucres  (£30) 
respectively.  Patent  rights  may  also  be  granted  for  periods  of  two, 
four,  or  six  years,  to  those  who  wish  to  introduce  new  machines  or  new 
methods  of  manufacture  not  already  existing  in  Ecuador,  provided  that 
the  introduction  is  made  with  the  object  of  establishing  an  industry 
in  the  Republic.  The  granting  of  patents  will  rest  with  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior.

BRITISH  TRADE  ABROAD. 

Mexico. — In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  has  been  brought  to  his  notice 
that  certain  United  Kingdom  firms  have  advised  their  general  agents 
in  Mexico  that  Guadalajara  and  the  State  of  Jalisco  are  not  prudent 
ground  for  the  venturing  of  British  interests,  the  British  Vice-Consul 
at  Guadalajara  (Mr.  P.  G.  Holms)  writes  to  point  out  that  the  State 
of  Jalisco  has  been  able  to  pursue  her  way  peacefully,  sowing  and 
harvesting,  and  selling  exceptionally  bountiful  crops  to  those  States 
in  which  w'ar  has  not  permitted  any  tillage  or  harvest,  and  in  fact  seems 
to  have  suffered  least  of  any  of  the  States  of  Mexico  from  the  ravages 
of  the  revolution.  Since  the  chief  riches  of  Jalisco  proceed  from 
agriculture,  it  is  paradoxically  true  that  the  revolution  has  rather 
increa.sed  her  credit.  In  Mr.  Holms’  opinion  United  Kingdom 
manufacturers  and  traders  should  increase  rather  than  relax  their 
efforts  in  the  Jalisco  district  in  view  of  the  approaching  opening  of 
the  Panama  CanaL _  (21,027.)

The  figures  in  italics  are  hosed,  ivholly 
or  mainly,  on  the  prices  of  some  earlier  year  than  that  under  which 
they  are  shown. 

In  the  case  of  Russia,  Germany,  Belgium,  France,  Switzerland, 
Italy,  Austria-Hungary,  Egypt,  Japan,  Canada,  am?  the  United 
Kithgdom,  the  import  figures  given  in  the  above  summaries 
represent  imports  for  home  consumption.  In  all  cases  the  export 
figures  are  intended  to  represent  exports  of  domestic  produce. 
In  most  cases,  however,  they  include  a  certain  amount  of

The  total  production  in  the  following  countries  is  estimated  at 
803,000,000  cwts.,  or  100  per  cent,  of  last  year’s  production : — Prussia, 
Belgium,  Denmark,  Spain,  France,  Kingdom  of  Hungary,  Italy, 
Luxemburg,  Netherlands,  Roumania,  Russia,  Switzerland,  Canada 
and  the  United  States. 

Oats. — The  estimated  production  of  oats  in  France  is  106,961,000 
cwts.,  and  in  the  United  States,  320,614,000  cwts. 

The  total  production  in  the  same  countries  as  for  rye,  with  the 
addition  of  Japan,  Algeria  and  Tunis,  is  estimated  at  1,123,000,000 
cwts.,  or  3'4  per  cent,  below  last  year’s  production. 
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Grain,  &c.  Crop  Prospects  in  certain  Countries. 


Linseed. — The  total  production  of  linseed  in  the  following  countries 
is  estimated  at  28,000,000  cwts.  or  25’2  per  cent,  below  last  year’s 
production  : — Belgium,  Spain,  Canada,  United  States,  India  and  Japan. 

Cotton. — The  area  under  cotton  sown  in  India  is  estimated  at  11*2 
per  cent,  above  last  year’s  area. 

The  estimated  production  of  cleaned  cotton  in  Egypt  is  6,730,000 
cwts. 


THE  OIL  PALM  IN  SOUTHERN  NIGERIA. 

Fntnre  Prospects  of  Oil  and  Kernels. 

The  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  of  the  Board  of  Trade  has 
received  from  the  Crown  Agents  for  the  Colonies  a  copy  of  a  mono¬ 
graph,  entitled  The  Oil  Palm  and  its  Varieties,”  by  Mr.  J.  H.  J. 
Farquhar,  B.Sc.,  Conservator  of  Forests  in  Southern  Nigeria.  The 
oil  palm  is  considered  from  the  botanical  and  commercial  points  of 
view,  and  the  methods  of  marketing,  &c.,  are  dealt  with. 

As  regards  the  future  prospects  of  the  trade  in  palm  oil  and  palm 
kernels  in  Southern  Nigeria  it  is  stated  that  there  is  no  doubt  that 
the  merchants  buy  all  the  oil  and  kernels  the  natives  bring  them, 
and  this  is  a  large  proportion  of  the  available  supply  within  such 
areas  as  are  easily  served  by  land  and  waterways.  A  large  number  of 
palm  trees  are  not  worked  for  oil  and  kernels,  however,  especially  in 
the  districts  of  Kwale,  Aboh,  Asaba,  and  to  some  extent  in  those  of 
Warri  and  Sapele.  This,  however,  is  not  so  large  a  number  as  many 
people  would  make  believe,  and  the  statements  about  palm  fruits  and 
nuts  rotting  on  the  roadsides  often  refer  to  those  that  are  spread  out 
on  the  roadside  to  dry  before  cracking  them  for  kernels,  the  surface 
of  Government-made  i^oads  being  a  good  drying  ground  for  that 
purpose. 

A  very  large  amount  of  the  total  palm  oil  available  in  Southern 
Nigeria  is  m^e  use  of,  but  this  cannot  be  said  of  the  available  supply 
of  palm  kernels,  which  is  not  utilised  to  any  such  extent.  The 
output  of  oil  and  kernels  has  increased  enormously  of  late,  chiefly 
owing  to  the  opening  up  of  waterways,  markets  and  roads,  and  to 
the  settled  condition  of  the  country. 

The  waterways  are  the  most  important  carriers  of  oil  products, 
and  they  have  been  much  improved  by  the  Marine  and  Political 
Departments,  Their  continued  improvement  will  do  more  than 
anything  else  to  increase  the  output  of  oil  and  kernels.  The 
Okrika  and  Bonny  people,  who  are  keen  traders,  are  most  anxious  to 
have  a  waterway  cut  through  to  the  Imo  River  at  Obibo,  which  will 
save  them  many  miles  of  a  rough  water  journey,  and  open  up  the 
Imo  River  and  its  numerous  creeks,  and  a  rich  country,  to  healthy 
rivalry  and  competition. 

The  railway  is  also  a  carrier  of  oil  products  from  a  very  rich  oil 
country  in  the  Western  Province ;  this  is  especially  true  of  kernels, 
which  it  brings  down  from  its  entire  length  in  Southern  Nigeria ;  but 
as  regards  oil  it  only  brings  it  coastwards  from  the  south  of  Aro.  Oil 
from  the  north  of  that  place  goes  northwards  and  this  internal  carrying 
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of  oil  ie  likely  to  continue  and  increase  in  the  future.  It  is  impossible 
now  for  a  European  merchant  to  buy  palm  oil  at  Obadan,  Oshogbo, 
&c. ;  lls.  a  kerosene  tin  of  less  than  five  gallons  is  asked  in  the  oil 
season  at  Ibadan,  and  lbs.  at  Ilorin.  The  presence  of  the  railway  is 
not  likely  to  increase  to  any  extent  the  amount  of  palm  oil  in  the 
future,  but  a  large  increase  in  the  export  of  kernels  should  be 
expected. 

To  increase  the  export  of  the  palm  oil  products,  cheap,  plentiful 
labour  is  needed.  In  many  districts,  notably  in  Kwale,  the  scarcity 
of  oil  is  put  down  to  other  works,  such  as  timber  concessions,  taking 
up  labour.  The  latter  will  become  more  plentiful  with  an  increase  in 
population,  whilst  for  the  present  hand  machinery  for  the  preparation 
of  oil  and  kernels,  which  will  liberate  labour  for  other  works,  is  most 
needed.  The  machines  required  are  hand  oil  presses,  nut-cracking 
machinery,  decorticators,  &c.  the  use  of  which  will  also  improve  the 
quality  of  the  palm  oil  products. 

At  present  insufficient  available  labour  is  a  cause  adversely 
affecting  the  palm  oil  and  kernel  industry.  Southern  Nigeria  being 
a  new  and  progressive  country,  the  calls  on  labour  are  so  many  and 
varied  that  the  latter  is  diverted  to  the  works  which  attract  the 
labourers  most,  and  the  old  palm  oil  and  kernel  industry,  being  so 
well-known,  is  not  now  so  attractive  as  the  newer  and  less  known 
forms  of  labour.  These  present  more  attraction  for  the  workers  in 
steady,  constant  work,  regular  hours,  regular  and  fixed  pay,  and 
more  enlivening  surroundings  than  the  collection  and  preparation  of 
palm  oil  in  ’  the  bush,  carrying  the  produce  to  the  markets  and 
pulling  the  produce  long  journeys  in  canoes,  either  as  a  member  of  a 
house  working  for  the  head  of  the  house,  or  as  a  labourer  to  a 
middleman,  chief  or  private  native  individual. 

The  native,  in  addition,  is  not  yet  accustomed  to  the  change 
brought  about  by  the  abolition  of  slavery  and  the  setting  up  of  the 
form  of  Domestic  Government  in  its  stead,  which  is  designated  as  the 
House  Rule.  He  has  also  not  got  accustomed  to  the  number  of  free 
men  about,  and  the  power  of  money  to  command  these  men  as  labour, 
and  from  their  economical  use  amass  more  money. 

Mechanical  transport,  and  mechanical  means  for  preparing  oil,  will 
liberate  labour  as  nothing  else  will,  and  if  an  increase  of  population 
follows,  labour  difficulties  in  the  future  should  not  be  unsurmountable. 


AUSTRALIAN  CUSTOMS  TARIFF. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  informed  by  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in 
Australia  that  a  Commission  has  now  been  appointed  with  wide 
powers  to  investigate  amongst  other  matters, 

“  The  effect  and  operation  of  any  Tariff  Act  or  other  legislation  of 
the  Commonwealth  in  regard  to  revenue,  Australian  manufactures, 
and  industry  and  trade  generally.” 

He  states  that  the  Commission  will  be  prepared  to  consider 
evidence  at  an  early  date  with  regard  to  the  operation  of  the  Tariff 
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Australian  Customs  Tariff. 

and  the  preference  accorded  to  British  manufactures.  It  is  accord¬ 
ingly  recommended  that  British  firms  having  representatives  in 
Australia  should  at  once  communicate  with  their  representatives  if 
there  are  any  matters  that  they  may  wish  to  submit  for  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  Commission.  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  will  be 
ready  to  render  whatever  assistance  he  properly  can  in  connection 
with  the  matter. 

Whilst  firms  locally  represented  will  thus  be  in  a  better  position  to 
place  their  views  before  the  Commission  inasmuch  as  their  repre¬ 
sentatives  will  be  able  to  give  oral  evidence  if  called  upon,  it  has 
been  ascertained  that  the  Commission  will  be  prepared  also  to 
consider  the  sworn  afiidavits  of  British  firms  w^ho  are  not  represented 
locally.  Any  such  affidavits  should  be  forwarded  to  H.M.  Trade 
Commissioner,  Melbourne,  either  directly  or  through  the  Board  of 
Trade. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Commission  are  likely  to  attach  more 
importance  to  representations  from  individual  firms  affecting  their 
particular  business,  than  to  general  representations  from  trade 
associations  or  Chambers  of  Commerce. 


PROPOSED  TARIFF  CHANGES. 


STRAITS  SETTLEMENTS. 


With  reference  to  the  notice  which  appeared  on  p.  663  of  the 
“  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  of  the  1 2th 
December,  1912,  respecting  the  collection  of 
Customs  duties  by  the  Federated  Malay  States 
Government  in  the  Colony,  the  Board  of  Trade 
have  now  received  copy  of  the  “Straits 
Settlements  Government  Gazette  ”  of  the 
19th  September,  1913,  containing  the  text  of  a  Bill,  as  amended  in 
Committee  of  the  Legislative  Council,  to  enable  the  Federated  Malay 
States  Government  to  collect  within  the  Colony  of  the  Straits  Settle¬ 
ments  certain  export  duties  payable  to  the  Government  of  the 
Federated  Malay  States  on  goods  and  baggage  carried  over  the 
federated  Malay  States  or  Johore  State  Railways  into  the  Colony.

BRITISH  GUIANA. 

The  “  Official  Gazette  of  British  Guiana,”  dated  24th  September  last, 
contains  the  text  of  a  Bill  which  it  is  proposed  to 
introduce  into  the  Court  of  Policy  to  regulate  the 
importation  and  sale  of  preparations  of  Indian 
hemp  in  British  Guiana. 

The  Bill  proposes  that  all  Indian  hemp  im¬ 
ported  into  the  Colony  must  be  imported  by  a  wholesale  dealer.  Any 
Indian  hemp  imported  otherwise  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  importer 
thereof,  and  every  dealer  or  other  person  concerned  in  the  importa¬ 
tion,  sale,  or  removal  thereof  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  shall  forfeit

treble  the  duty-paid  value  of  such  Indian  hemp,  or  the  penalty  of 
$500,  whichever  is  tlie  larger  sum. 

It  is,  however,  provided  that  if  any  Indian  hemp  arriving  in  the 
Colony  is  consigned  to  any  person  or  firm  not  being  a  “  wholesale 
dealer,”  or  “  to  order,”  but  invoiced  to  a  wholesale  dealer,  no  penalty 
shall  be  incurred,  and  such  Indian  hemp  may  be  taken  over  by  a 
wholesale  dealer. 

All  imported  Indian  hemp  must  be  warehoused,  in  the  first 
instance,  in  a  Colonial  bonded  warehouse. 

The  Bill  also  lays  down  provisions  regarding  the  issue  of  licences 
to  deal  in  Indian  hemp,  its  storage  by  dealers,  and  other  matters 
relative  to  its  sale  in  the  Colony.

The  same  issue  of  the  “  Gazette  ”  contains  the  text  of  a  farther 
Bill  to  regulate  the  importation,  exportation,  sale, 
and  disposal  of  opium,  morphine,  cocaine,  and 
similar  drugs  in  the  Colony. 

Under  the  Bill,  which  is  to  come  into  operation 
by  notification  in  the  “  Gazette,”  it  is  proposed  to 
prohibit  the  importation  of  any  opium  into  the  Colony,  except  by  sea. 

All  opium  imported  must  be  deposited,  at  the  cost,  risk,  and  peril 
of  the  person  importing  the  same,  in  a  Colonial  bonded  warehouse, 
and  cannot  be  delivered  or  withdrawn  therefrom  except  on  the  written 
authority  of  the  principal  Medical  Officer,  or  any  other  authorised 
person,  and  then  only  by  a  registered  medical  practitioner,  a  regis¬ 
tered  dentist,  or  a  licensed  druggist. 

The  importation,  exportation,  manufacture  and  sale  of  prepared 
opium  is  proposed  to  be  prohibited,  as  is  also  the  cultivation  of  the 
opium  poppy  (papaver  somniferum). 

”  Prepared  opium”  means  the  product  of  any  raw  opium,  obtained 
by  a  series  of  special  preparations — especially  by  dissolving,  roasting, 
and  fermentation — designed  to  transform  it  into  an  extract  suitable 
for  consumption,  and  includes  dross  and  all  other  residues  remaining 
when  opium  has  been  smoked. 

“  Opium,”  when  used  without  a  qualifying  epithet,  shall  be  taken 
to  include  “raw  opium,”  “medicinal  opium,”  “morphine,”  “heroine,” 
“  cocaine,”  and  similar  drugs. 


MEXICO. 

The  Board  of  Trade!  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of 
telegraphic  information  from  H.M.  Kepresentative 
at  Mexico  to  the  effect  that  proposals  for  increased 
taxation  have  been  presented  by  the  Mexican 
Government  to  Congress.  These  proposals,  so  far 
as  concerns  imports  into  Mexico,  include  provisions 
for  an  increased  stamp  tax  on  foreign  cigars  and 
an  increase  of  the  stamp  tax  on  imported  alcoholic 
liquors  to  30  per  cent,  of  the  Customs  duty.

The  Board  of  Trade  have  been  informed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  that  the  Canadian  Government  have 
prohibited,  for  a  period  of  six  months  from  the 
2nd  October,  1913,  the  shipment  into  Canada  of 
cattle,  sheep,  other  ruminants  and  swine  from 
Great  Britain,  Ireland  and  the  Channel  Islands 
on  steamers  carrying  horses  from  Continental 
Europe. 

The  prohibited  importation  of  hay,  straw,  fodder, 
feeding  stuffs  or  litter  accompanying  horses  from  Great  Britain  has 
been  renewed  for  a  period  of  six  months  from  the  24th  September, 
1913.

COMMONWEALTH  OP  AUSTRALIA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  vrhich  appeared  on  p.  132  of  last  week’s 
issue  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade  Journal  ”  respecting 
the  regulations  prescribed  under  Customs  Orders 
Nos.  1.672  and  1,675,  regarding  an  alternative 
standard  for  wood  naphtha  used  in  the  methylation 
of  spirits  in  the  Commonwealth,  the  Board  of 
Trade  have  now  received,  from  H.M.  Trade  Com¬ 
missioner  in  Australia,  copy  of  a  further  Customs  Order  (No.  1,676),  , 
dated  8th  September,  1913,  which  cancels  the  previous  Orders, 
Nos.  1,672  and  1.675,  and,  at  the  same  time,  substitutes  amended 
regulations  regarding  an  alternative  standard  for  wood  naphtha  in 
lieu  of  those  previously  in  force.

CAPE  OF  GOOD  HOPE. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  received  from  H.M.  Trade  Commissioner  in 
South  Africa  copy  of  a  Proclamation  (No.  235  of 
1913),  w’hich  amends,  with  eflect  from  the  4th 
September,  1913,  Proclamation  No.  178  of  1910, 
laying  down  certain  regulations  governing  the 
importation,  sale,  examination,  and  analysis  of 
fertilizers,  farm  foods,  seeds  and  pest  remedies  in 
the  Province  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope. 

The  present  Proclamation  only  affects  regulation  No.  17  of  the 
Proclamation  of  1910,  which  now  reads  as  follows  : — 

“  No.  17 — All  fertilizers  and  farm  foods,  imported  into  or 
manufactured  in  this  Province,  shall  be  subject  to  examination 
and  detention  by  any  Officer  of  Customs  or  by  any  other  officer 
appointed  by  the  Minister  in  that  behalf,  and  samples  may  be 
taken  for  analysis  as  soon  as  may  be  by  any  analj^st  appointed 
under  the  Act,  or  by  any  other  official  authorised  thereto;  and  if, 
upon  analysis  of  any  such  sample  of  a  consignment  of  fertilizer 
or  farm  food,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  same  does  not  conform 
with  the  registered  composition  of  the  registered  brand  of  which 
it  is  a  sample,  the  importation  of  the  consignment  or  the  distri¬ 
bution  of  the  manufactured  article  shall  be  prohibited  until  the 
importer  or  manufacturer  shall  have  effected  amended  registra¬ 
tion  of  the  fertilizer  or  farm  food,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  Regulation  No.  1.”

NYASALAND  PROTECTORATE. 

The  “  Nyasaland  Government  Gazette  ”  of  the  30th  August  last 
contains  a  Customs  Notice  (No.  207  of  1913) 
notifying,  for  general  information,  that  the  term 
“  Port  of  Shipment  ”  in  Section  1  of  Schedule  I 
to  the  Consolidating  Customs  Ordinance  is  taken 
to  mean  the  place  at  which  goods  are  finally 
shipped  for  direct  conveyance  to  the  Nyasaland  Protectorate,  irre¬ 
spective  of  the  country  of  origin  of  such  goods. 

[Note. — Section  1  of  Schedule  I  of  the  above-mentioned  Ordinance 
(as  amended  by  Notice  No.  191  of  1910)  provides  for  the  imposition 
of  a  duty  of  10  per  cent,  ad  valorem  on  “unenumerated”  goods 
imported  into  the  Protetorate,  and  states  that  the  words  "ad  valcn-em  ” 
shall  be  taken  to  refer  to  the  value  of  goods  as  they  lie  at  the  port  of 
shipment,  exclusive  of  trade  discounts,  and  of  freight,  insurance,  and 
other  charges.] 
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SOUTHERN  NIGERIA. 

The  “  Nigerian  Customs  and  Trade  Journal  ”  of  the  1 7th  September 
last  contains  a  notice  respecting  the  withdrawal 
of  general  permits  for  the  clearance  of  goods  in 
the  Niger  Province  of  Southern  Nigeria. 

It  is  stated  that  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  the  abolition  of  the  general  permit  system 
now  in  operation  at  Burutu,  Forcados,  Koko,  and  Sapele,  and 
merchants  concerned  are  requested  to  make  arrangements  for  the 
passing  of  all  entries  and  the  payment  of  duty  before  receiving  their 
consignments. 

Masters  of  ships  with  consignments  for  these  ports  will  be 
required  to  furnish  with  the  manifest  alphabetical  tally  books  for 
each  hatch  as  is  now  done  at  Warri. 

Merchants  with  large  consignments  are  recommended  to  use 
entries  with  continuation  sheets,  specimen  copies  of  which  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Collector  or  Supervisor  at  the  ports  named. 

The  new  system  will  come  into  operation  on  the  1st 
November,  1913.

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  an  Ordinance  (No.  18 
of  1913),  which  was  assented  to  by  the  Governor 
on  the  21st  August  last,  and  which  provides  for 
the  regulation  of  the  imposition  of  quarantine  in

Southern  Nigeria. 

Under  this  Ordinance,  the  Governor  is  empowered  to  declare  any 
place  to  be  an  “  infected  place  ”  where  such  place  is  an  infected  place 
within  the  meaning  of  the  prescribed  regulations. 

Regulations  may  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  disease  into  the  Colony  or  Protectorate,  or  any  part  thereof, 
from  an  infected  place,  or  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  trans¬ 
mission  of  disease  to  any  other  country. 

Merchandise  shall  be  disinfected  only  when  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Health  Officer  it  is  infected  ;  provided  always  that  in  the  case  of 
plague,  cholera  and  small  pox,  clothing  and  bedding  which  have  been 
used,  and  rags  may,  when  imported  from  an  infected  place  as  mer¬ 
chandise,  be  subjected  to  disinfection  even  in  the  absence  of  evidence 
that  they  are  infected,  or  their  introduction  into  the  Colony  may  be 
prohibit^,  except  that  in  the  case  of  cholera,  rags  compressed  into 
bales,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Health  Officer  they  are  free  from  disin¬ 
fection,  shall  not  be  subjected  to  the  above  provisions.  It  is  further 
provided  that  in  the  case  of  yellow  fever,  merchandise  shall  under  no 
circumstances  be  liable  to  prohibition,  and  shall  be  liable  to  disinfec¬ 
tion  only  if  it  is  capable  of  harbouring  mosquitos. 

An  “  infected  place  ”  is  defined  to  mean  any  place  where  any 
infectious  or  contagious  disease  exists  ;  provided  that  a  place  shall 
not  be  regarded  as  an  infected  place  because  of  the  evidence  thereat 
of  imported  cases'of  such  disease,  or  because  of  the  occurrence  of  a 
single  non-imported  case.

(3)  Gold  and  silver,  precious  stones,  jewellery  and  other  precious 
articles.

MAURITIUS. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt  of  a  copy  of  an  Ordinance  (No.  9  of 
.  .  1913),  dated  22nd  August,  which  regulates  the 

importation  into,  exportation  from  and  storage  and 
’  ■  disposal  of  opium,  morphine,  cocaine  and  similar 

drugs  in  the  Colony. 

Under  this  Ordinance,  which  comes  into  operation  on  the  Ist 
January,  1914,  no  person  may  import  into  or  export  from  the 
Colony  any  prepared  opium. 

All  opium  imported  must  be  deposited,  at  the  cost,  risk  and  peril  of 
the  person  importing  the  same,  in  such  store  as  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor  for  that  purpose. 

No  opium  shall  be  delivered  or  withdrawn  from  a  store,  except  on 
the  written  authority  of  the  Director  of  the  Health  Department  or  of 
an  officer  of  that  Department  authorised  by  him,  and  no  opium  may 
be  withdrawn  from  such  store,  except  by  medical  practitioners, 
dentists  and  pharmacists. 

The  Ordinance  defines  “  prepared  opium  ”  to  mean  the  product  of 
raw  opium,  obtained  by  a  series  of  special  operations,  especially  by 
dissolving,  boiling,  roasting  and  fermentation,  designed  to  transform 
it  into  an  extract  suitable  for  consumption,  and  includes  dross  and  all 
other  residues  remaining  when  opium  has  been  smoked.

“  Opium,”  when  used  without  any  qualifying  epithet,  shall  be 
taken  to  include  raw  opium,  medicinal  opium,  morphine,  heroine, 
cocaine  and  similar  drugs. 

Various  Ordinances  regarding  the  importation,  &c.  of  opium  and 
similar  drugs  are  repealed.

Oold-bronze. — By  the  term  “  gold-bronze”  is  understood  bronze 
imitating  gold ;  and  the  question  whether  any  particular  article  is 
decorated  by  means  of  gilding  must  accordingly  be  decided  by 
considering  whether  the  bronzing  applied  can  be  said  to  imitate  real 
(genuine)  gilding. 

''Satin  wood”  or  “  Satin  walnut.” — This  wood,  now  well  known  in 
Denmark,  and  most  frequently  called  “  satin  wood  ”  or  “  satin 
walnut  ”  (which,  however,  is  not  walnut),  and  also  known  under  a 
number  of  different  names,  such  as  red  gum  wood,  hazel  pine,  atlas 
wood,  bay  poplar,  sweet  gum,  red  gum,  &c.,  &c.  is  not  classed  for 
Tariff  purposes  with  “  fine  exotic  woods,”  but  with  “  white  wood,” 
and  wood  of  similar  foreign  foliferous  trees,  dutiable  as  wood  of 
native  foliferous  trees.

NETHERLANDS. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of 
translation  of  a  recent  Decree  of  the  Dutch 
Ministers  of  Agriculture,  Industry,  Commerce  and 
Finance,  laying*  down  revised  rules  relative  to  the 
importation  and  carriage  in  transit  of  products 
derived  from  horned  cattle,  sheep,  goats,  pigs  and 
animals  with  uncloven  hoofs,  which  are  to  come  into  operation  on  the 
1st  January  next,  and  are  to  supersede  all  the  Ministerial  Decrees 
and  Kules  issued  under  the  Royal  Decrees  of  December  8th,  1870; 
August  14th,  1888  ;  June  22nd,  1896;  and  June  25th,  1906,  on  the 
same  subject.

FRANCE. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  276  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  for  the  31st  July,  1913,  respecting  a 
decision  of  the  French  Administration  to  permit 
the  importation  of  tea  pit  up  in  small  packets  of 
leaded  tin  containing  125,  250,  or  500  grammes 
without  the  interposition  of  a  paper  lining  between 
the  tea  and  the  leaded  covering,  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
has  been  drawn  by  the  British  Chamber  of  Commerce  in  Paris  to 
a  further  decision  of  the  French  Ministry  of  Agriculture  to  the  effect 
that  tea  may  now  be  imported  into  France,  either  in  cases  with  leaded 
lining,  or  in  leaded  packets,  without  the  interposition  of  paper  between 
the  metal  and  the  tea.  (21,388.)

TURKEY. 

The  Board  of  Trade  are  in  receipt,  through  the  Foreign  Office,  of  copy 
of  a  Note  from  the  Turkish  Ambassador  in  London 
calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  only  ports  of 
the  Turkish  littoral  of  the  Red  Sea  at  which 
Custom  houses  are  established  are  Mokka,  Hawza, 
Hodeidah,  Salif,  Kamaran,  Lohaja,  and  Konfudah  ; 
and  that,  pending  the  establishment  of  Custom 
houses  at  other  ports,, ships  are  not  allowed 
to  call  for  the  purpose  of  loading  or  unloading  cargo,  or  embarking  or 
disembarking  passengers,  at  ports  other  than  those  mentioned  above.

GERMAN  SOUTH-WEST  AFRICA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  regarding  proposed  railway  construction  in 
•n— j  -n  -I-.  German  South-West  Africa,  which  appeared  on 
PropoMdKaUway  ^  gg  Journal”  of  9th 

0  me  ion.  October,  the  “  Deutsche  Kolonialzeitung  ”  (Berlin) 
of  18th  October  states  that  it  is  essential  that  a  railway  should  be 
constructed  to  connect  German  South-West  Africa  and  the  Union  of 
South  Africa,  as  it  would  be  impossible  in  the  long  run  to  continue 
to  carry  on  business  relations  between  these  countries  by  sea  alone. 
This  proposed  line  should  be  of  enormous  advantage  to  agriculture  in 
the  German  Colony.  The  raising  of  the  necessary  capital  for  this 
enterprise  should  not  present  much  difficulty,  as  the  revenue  from  the 
diamond  industry  is  a  large  one.  The  important  bearing  that  this 
railway  will  have  on  mining  undertakings  in  German  South-West 
Africa  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  at  present  in  Keetmanshoop  a  ton 
of  coal  costs  about  82  marks,  whilst  it  is  anticipated  that  railway 
communication  with  the  Union  of  South  Africa  would  reduce  the  price 
to  about  32  marks.

ROUMANIA. 

The  “  Lieferungs-Anzeiger  ”  (Vienna)  of  12th  October  states  that 
_  ,  several  new  lines  are  to  be  constructed  in  the 

newly-annexed  territory  in  Roumania.  The  first 
ew  1  ways.  ^  from  Cobadin  to  Dobritsch,  by  means  of 
which  the  whole  of  Dobruscha  will  be  connected  with  the  Roumanian 
railway  system.  Another  line  is  to  be  constructed  to  join  Dobritsch 
and  Baltschik,  which  is  to  be  developed  into  a  modern  commercial 
harbour,  whilst  other  lines  are  to  be  put  down  to  connect  Silistria 
with  Turtucaia  and  Dobritsch.  Afterwards  a  local  railway  about 
63  kilometres  (nearly  40  miles)  in  length  is  to  be  constructed  from 
Braila  to  Ciora  vid  Cincea,  Valea,  Canepei,  Vizirn,  and  Insuracei. 
The  cost  of  the  preliminary  works  for  the  latter  line  is  estimated  at 
about  4,000,000  lei  (£160,000). 


TURKEY-IN-ASIA.  ITALY. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  586  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal  ”  of  4th  September  relative  to  the 
establishment  of  Italian  steamship  services 
between  Italy  and  Smyrna  and  other  Levant 
ports,  the  Acting  British  Consul-General  at 
Smyrna  (Mr.  C.  E.  Heathcote-Smith)  reports  that 
in  past  years  the  Italian  flag  has  not  been 
largely  represented  in  the  shipping  trade  of  Smyrna.  This  year, 
however,  great  combined  efforts  are  being  made  to  establish  Italian 
shipping  interests  on  a  wide  and  permanent  basis  in  the  Levant,  and 
as  the  matter  is  being  made  a  national  question  and  as  the  Italian 
Government  is  granting  generous  subsidies,  it  would  seem  that  the 
project  should  succeed  eventually.

TURKEY-IN-ASIA.  ITALY  — continued. 

“  Navigazione  Italiana  ”  inaugurated  a  weekly  service  between  Italy 
and  many  small  ports  of  Asia  Minor  and  the  islands.  A  few  months 
later  the  services  ceased  and  the  company  was  dissolved,  only  to 
re-appear  as  three  separate  "companies,  each  subsidised  by  the  Italian 
Government  wdth  a  view  to  increasing  Italian  trade  and  prestige 
in  the  Mediterranean.  One  of  these  companies  runs  a  service 
between  Italy  and  North  African  ports,  but  the  others,  the 
“  Marittima  Italiana  ”  and  “  Society  Italiana  de  Servizi  Marittimi,” 
trade  between  Italy  and  ports  in  Asia  Minor.  They  each  run 
fortnightly  services  between  Italy,  Smyrna  and  Egypt,  and  between 
Italy,  Smyrna  and  the  Black  Sea,  calling  at  intermediate  ports. 

The  “  Marittima  Italiana”  has  its  headquarters  at  Genoa  and  has 
a  capital  of  9,000,000  frs.  (£360,000)  ;  it  possesses  33  vessels  with  a 
carrying  capacity  of  from  2,500  to  3,000  tons  each,  and  two  new 
vessels  are  being  built.  One  service  runs  between  Genoa,  Leghorn, 
Naples,  Palermo,  Catania,  Messina,  Reggio,  Riposto,  Canea,  Piraeus, 
Smyrna,  Dardanelles,  Constantinople,  and  Odessa.  Another  service 
follows  the  same  route  as  far  as  Messina  and  then  branches  off  to 
Alexandria,  Syiian  ports,  Mersina,  Adalia,  Finika  or  Makri  (alter¬ 
nately),  Rhodes,  Leros,  Samos,  Scio,  and  Smyrna. 

The  “Servizi  Marittimi”  is  an  Adriatic  line  with  headquarters 
at  Venice,  its  capital  being  10,000.000  frs.  (£400,000).  Its  fleet 
consists  of  20  vessels  of  a  slightly  smaller  size  than  those  of  the  sister 
company;  their  speed  varies  from  9  to  12  knots.  One  service  runs 
between  Venice,  Ancona,  Bari,  Brindisi,  Corfu,  Patras,  Piraeus 
(through  the  Corinth  Canal),  Smyrna,  Constantinople,  Ineboli, 
Samsoun,  Kerassund,  Trebizond  and  Batoum.  The  other  service 
branches  off  at  Corfu  to  Canea,  Candia,  Alexandria,  Jaffa,  Beirut, 
Tripoli,  Mersina,  Adalia,  Finika  or  Makri  (alternately),  Rhodes, 
Leros,  Samos,  Scio,  and  Smyrna. 

These  lines  are  not  expected  to  pay  for  some  years  unless  circum¬ 
stances  prove  exceptionally  favourable.  The  annual  subsidies  paid 
by  the  Italian  Government  are  however  considerable,  being  in  the  case 
of  the  “  Marittima  Italiana  ”  800,000  frs.  (£32,000)  for  the  Genoa- 
Odessa  service  and  500,000  frs.  (£20,000)  for  the  Genoa-Alexandria- 
Smyma  service.  The  “  Servizi  Marittimi  ”  receives  500,000  frs. 
(£20.000)  for  its  Venice-Alexandria-Smyrna  service  and  900,000 
frs.  (£36,000)  to  be  divided  between  the  Venice-Batoum  service  and 
a  further  service  between  Venice  and  the  Danube.  (20,854.)

5,100)  in  the  “Return  of  British  Shipping 
entered  in  the  Foreign  Trade  of  Puerto  Mexico.” 


The  Return  states  that  30  British  steam  vessels  from  Jamaica,  with  a 


total  tonnage  of  94,797  tons,  entered  Puerto  Mexico  during  1912, 
whereas  these  figures  should  be  shown  as  vessels  from  the  United 
Kingdom.  Thus  the  total  of  British  steam  vessels  from  the  United 
Kingdom  entered  at  Puerto  Mexico  in  1912  should  be  50,  with  a  total 
tonnage  of  145,871  tons.  (C.  7,941.)

According  to  the  Report,  great  attention  is  now  being  paid  to  the 
various  mineral  substances  which  are  known  to  exist  in  Victoria. 
Antimony  in  the  form  of  concentrates,  assaying  48  per  cent,  of  the  metal, 
and  containing  also  a  valuable  quantity  of  gold,  was  produced  to  the 
extent  of  1,475  tons  at  Costerfield.  The  production  of  tin  increased 
by  nearly  50  per  cent.,  and  with  tin  at  its  present  price  mining  enter¬ 
prise  will  be  directed  to  the  stanniferous  resources  of  the  North- 
Eastern  district.  The  demand  for  gypsum  is  likely  to  increase  largely 
on  account  of  its  utilisation  in  connection  with  farming  operations 
.under  irrigation.

_  .  ®  iron-ore  deposits  are  to  be  found  in  that  part  of 

north-east  Norway  bordering  on  northern  Finland 
and  the  Russian  peninsula  of  Kola,  some  of  which  are  already  being 
developed,  especially  in  the  district  round  the  Varanger  Fjord.  It 
has  lately  been  discovered  that  this  district,  besides  being  rich 
in  iron-ore,  possesses  an  abundance  of  other  minerals,  such  as 
gold,  ochre,  &c.,  on  the  Rybatschy  Peninsula,  and  manganese  ore 
on  the  Murman  Coast,  as  well  as  large  deposits  of  guano  which  have 
accumulated  during  the  course  of  time.  Moreover,  the  climate  is  not 
too  severe  to  injuriously  affect  the  formation  of  mining  enterprises 
on  a  large  scale,  whilst  on  the  Murman  Coast,  as  in  Norway  and 
Sweden,  industries  would  have  an  additional  advantage,  as  electric 
power  could  be  obtained  from  the  numerous  waterfalls  in  the  district. 


GERMAN  SOUTH-WEST  AFRICA. 

H.M,  Consul  at  Liideritzbucht  (Mr.  E.  H.  W.  Muller)  reports  that 
_  .  the  output  of  diamonds  from  the  German  South- 

?  West  African  mines  amounted  to  approximately 

Diamonds  760,000  carats  during  the  first  six  months  of  this 

year.  Owing  to  labour  shortage  there  will  pro¬ 
bably  be  a  reduced  output  during  the  remaining  six  months,  but 
unless  steps  are  taken  further  to  restrict  the  output  the  total  produc¬ 
tion  for  1913  should  be  about  1,500,000  carats,  or  about  50  per  cent, 
more  than  last  year. 
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GERMAN  SOUTH-WEST  AFRICA  —  continued. 

Since  September,  1912,  the  Antwerp  Diamond  Syndicate  has  been 
taking  between  100,000  and  150,000  carats  each  month,  which  is 
about  double  the  average  shipments  in  the  previous  months.  The 
diamonds  are  of  the  kind  known  as  “  mellee,”  of  very  good  quality, 
though  there  is  a  fair  proportion  of  chips,  and  the  individual  stones 
vary  between  a  fifth  and  a  sixth  of  a  carat.  The  result  of  shipping 
such  increased  quantities  of  one  class  of  diamonds  has  been  that  the 
Antwerp  Syndicate  has  been  unable  to  dispose  of  all  that  it  is  taking 
under  its  contract  with  the  German  Diamond  R6gie,  and  is  locking  up 
large  quantities  of  stones.  The  Syndicate  is  under  contract  to  take 
1,000,000  carats  at  a  46  marks  per  carat  basis,  and,  if  the  shipments 
continue  at  the  present  rate,  the  contract  will  run  out  in  November 
or  December  next. 

If  the  situation  does  not  improve  and  if  the  Antwerp  Syndicate  is 
compelled  to  go  on  adding  to  its  unsold  stock  of  diamonds,  the  serious 
question  will  arise  as  to  what  is  to  be  done  with  the  German  diamonds 
when  the  present  contract  comes  to  an  end.  (C.  8,046.)

5d.)  per  spindle 
per  annum  has  been  granted  for  a  period  of  two  years  on  the  spindles 
which  have  previously  been  stopped,  and  the  machines  have  been 
sealed  to  prevent  their  being  used.  If  the  negotiations  in  regard  to 
the  further  300,000  spindles  succeed,  it  will  mean  that  4  lire  (38.  2d.) 
per  spindle  will  also  be  paid  for  one  year  to  several  firms  at  present 
working  full  time.  Conditions  of  payment  have  been  introduced  and 
are  now  in  working  order,  and  likewise  a  Price  S5’ndicate  is  now  an 
accomplished  fact.  This  Syndicate  is  only  for  the  sale  of  yarn  from 
American  cotton,  but  it  is  hoped,  when  this  one  is  perfected,  to  form 
another  syndicate  to  regulate  the  sale  of  yarn  from  Indian  cotton.

RUSSIA. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  109  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
T?  +•  *  A  Journal  ”  of  10th  July  last  relative  to  the  area 

under  sugar  beet  in  Russia,  H.M.  Embassy  at 
0  ugar  ee  ,  Petersburg  reports,  on  the  authority  of  the 

“  Torgovo-Promyshlennaya  Gazeta  ”  (St.  Petersburg)  of  25th  Septem¬ 
ber,  that  preliminary  information  furnished  by  177  beet  sugar 
factories  estimates  the  yield  of  beet  at  479,843,000  pouds  (about 
7,740,000  tons),  the  average  yield  of  beet-root  per  dessiatine  being 
put  at  1,178  pouds  (about  7  tons  per  acre).  Should  a  similar  yield 
be  given  by  the  plantations  owned  by  the  remaining  116  factories  the 
grand  estimated  total  of  beet-root  for  sugar  may  be  placed  at 
764,000,000  pouds  (about  12,322,580  tons). 

The  British  Vice-Consul  at  Kiev  (Mr.  J.  F,  Douglas)  reports  that, 
owing  to  favourable  weather,  it  is  expected  that  all  the  beet  will  be 
dug  out  and  delivered  to  the  works,  whereas  last  year  25  per  cent, 
was  left  on  the  fields  to  rot.  (21,248 ;  21,396.)

quality  is  above  the  average  of  the  last  five  years,  in  spite  of  the 
fact  that  somewhat  unfavourable  weather  conditions  have  prevented 
early  anticipations  being  lealised. 

The  yield  of  winter  wheat  is  described  as  “  above  the  average,” 
approaching  to  “  good  ”  in  certain  localities.  Nowhere  is  the  crop 
described  as  “  generally  unsatisfactory,”  but  in  certain  districts  of 
the  Governments  of  Tambov,  Grodno,  Minsk  and  Volhynia  it  is 
described  as  “  below  the  average,  approaching  unsatisfactory  ” ;  in  all 
the  other  Governments  where  not  described  as  “  good  ”  or  “  above 
the  average,”  the  winter  crops  are  declared  to  have  given  an  average 
yield.  Spring  wheat  is  stated  to  be  “  above  the  average  ”  in  general, 
being  “  unsatisfactory  ”  only  in  the  Governments  of  Ter,  Penza,  and 
Nijigorod,  and  certain  districts  of  Ekaterinoslav. 

Rye  has  proved  only  an  “average”  crop  on  the  whole,  being 
described  as  “  good  ”  in  ten  Governments,  and  “  above  the  average  ” 
in  nine  Governments  only. 

The  yield  of  oats  has  exceeded  that  of  the  other  cereal  crops,  and 
is  described  as  “  above  the  average  approaching  good.” 

The  barley  crop  in  general  is  described  as  “  above  the  average.” 

In  the  Governments  and  Provinces  of  Western  Siberia  the  harvest, 
as  regards  most  cereals,  has  proved  to  be  “  above  the  average.”

H.M.  Embassy  also  reports,  under  date  1st  October,  that  the 

_  _  .  “  Torgovo-Promyshlennaya  Gazeta”  characterises 

^7  the  1913  hay  crop  as  varied,  ranging  from  “  un- 

^  ‘  satisfactory  ”  to  “  good,”  but  for  the  most  part 

“  average.”  As  regards  quality,  the  crop  of  European  Russia  is 
declared  in  general  to  be  sufficiently  satisfactory,  notwithstanding 
adverse  weather  conditions,  the  dry  sunny  weather  of  the  spring 
having  given  place  to  cold  and  almost  wintry  conditions  follow^  by 
drought.  In  the  Caucasus  the  hay  crop  has  not  come  up  to  original 
expectations  either  as  regards  quantity  or  quality.  In  Western 
Siberia  the  crop  has  been  “  above  the  average  ”  in  quantity  and  for 
the  most  part  “good”  in  quality.  A  plentiful  supply  of  winter 
forage  for  cattle  is  assured. 

A  feature  of  this  year’s  hay  harvest  has  been  the  great  increase  in 
the  price  of  labour,  and  the  price  of  hay  has  already  risen  con¬ 
siderably.  (C.  8,206.) 

H.M.  Commercial  Attache  for  Russia  (Mr.  H.  Cooke)  reports  that, 

,  _  according  to  the  “  Torgovo-Promyshlennaya 

_  Gazeta  ”  of  10th  October,  the  oilseeds  crop 

on  ions.  throughout  Russia  is  in  general  above  the 

average,  in  spite  of  the  unfavourable  weather  conditions  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  summer.  The  quality  of  the  crop  varies.  In  the 
eastern  regions  the  seeds  are  light  in  weight;  in  the  Northern 
Caucasus  sunflower  seeds  are  small  and  mixed  with  weeds ;  while  in 
the  south-western  and  parts  of  the  western  regions  excessive  rains 
damaged  the  seed.  Comparatively  good  crops  were  gathered  in  the 
north-eastern  regions  and  in  parts  of  the  north-western. 
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The  winter  rape  yield  is  above  the  average.  The  linseed  crop, 
except  in  isolated  districts,  such  as  parts  of  the  Tavride,  the  Ter 
Territory  of  the  Caucasus,  and  the  Government  of  Tchernigov,  is  also 
above  the  average.  The  hempseed  crop  is,  in  general,  an  average  one, 
being  good  in  a  number  of  governments  and  unsatisfactory  in  quantity 
in  places  in  the  central  governments,  in  the  Government  of  Kaluga 
and  in  parts  of  Orel,  Tchernigov,  Penza  and  Voronezh.  The  sunflower 
seed  yield,  too,  is  in  general,  an  average  one ;  in  the  Northern 
Caucasus,  the  chief  producing  region,  however,  as  also  in  parts  of 
Saratov  and  Tambov,  the  yield  is  below  the  average,  and  unsatis¬ 
factory  in  parts  of  the  Kuban  Territoi’y,  although  above  the  average 
in  the  Don  Territory  and  in  the  Governments  of  Kherson,  Podolsk, 
Kiev  and  Orenburg. 

The  mustard  crop  is  fully  satisfactory  on  the  whole,  being  unsatis¬ 
factory  only  in  parts  of  the  Northern  Caucasus,  and  of  the  Govern, 
ment  of  Saratov.  The  poppy  yield  is  an  average  one.  (2i,6Gi.) 


FRANCE. 

With  reference  to  the  notice  on  p.  288  of  the  “  Board  of  Trade 
Journal”  of  31st  July  last  relative  to  the 
vintage  prospects  in  the  Gironde  district,  H.M. 
Consul  at  Bordeaux  (Mr.  A.  L.  Rowlej’^)  reports, 
under  date  9th  October,  that  the  vintage  in  the 
Gironde  is  practically  finished.  Harvesting  was 
seriously  retarded  towards  the  end  by  a  succession  of  violent  rain 
storms,  which  rendered  the  picking  of  the  grapes  an  exceedingly 
arduous  task,  especially  in  clayey  districts. 

The  new  unfermented  wine  is  already  showing  satisfactory  signs  as 
regards  quality,  but  the  quantity  up  to  now  is  far  below'  w'hat  had 
been  anticipated,  excepting  in  certain  districts  such  as  St.  Emilion, 
Sautemes,  &c.  It  is  generally  thought  that  the  1913  yield  will  be 
smaller  than  that  of  last  year,  especially  in  the  Medoc  district,  where 
the  quantity  is  far  below  an  average  vintage.  (C.  8,239.)

The  quality,  length,  and  colour  of  the  1913  hemp  crop  is  somewhat 
inferior  to  that  of  last  year.  The  colour  was  not  damaged  by  rain 
during  harvesting,  but  the  retting  water,  w’hich  was  deficient  owing 
to  the  drought,  did  not  have  the  necessarj^  effect.  (2i,.i.>4.)

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UNITED  STATES  OP  AMERICA. 

H.M.  Embassy  at  Washington  has  forwarded  a  copy  of  a  preliminary 
^  _  report  on  the  production  of  lumber,  lath,  and 

um  er  ^  shingles  in  the  United  States  during  1912,  issued 
uc  ion  in  .  Census  Bureau  of  the  United  States  De¬ 

partment  of  Commerce.  The  number  of  mills  at  work  in  1912  was 
29,61'8,  as  compared  with  28,107  in  the  previous  year,  and  the 
reported  production  of  lumber  was  39,158,414  M  feet  board  measure 
in  1912,  as  compared  with  37,003,207  M  feet  in  1911,  an  increase  of 
nearly  6  per  cent.  The  production  of  laths  in  1912  was  2,719,1(53,000, 
compared  with  2,971,110,000  in  the  previous  year,  and  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  shingles  amounted  to  12,037,685,000  in  1912  compared 
with  12,113,867,000  in  1911.  The  production  of  lumber  increased 
in  the  majority  of  the  States,  slight  exceptions  appearing  in  certain 
eastern  States  and  a  few  of  the  western  mountain  States.  There  was 
the  usual  decrease  in  the  output  of  the  Lake  States  which  has  been 
noted  for  several  years,  due  directly  to  the  rapidly  decreasing  supply 
of  lumber  material  in  that  region.  During  recent  years  the  lumber 
industry  has  developed  rapidly  in  the  southern  States.  (C.  8,210.)

H.M.  Minister  at  Buenos  Aires  reports  that  the  results  of  the  1912 
-M-iv  census  of  the  Argentine  flour  industry  have  just 
T  •  10^9  been  published.  The  number  of  mills  in  the 

n  us  ry  m  .  in  year  was  306,  with  an  aggregate 

capital  of  £4,505,000,  the  value  of  the  output  being  £10,813,000. 

The  export  of  wheat  flour  has  increased  from  51,203  metric  tons 
in  1900  to  131,580  metric  tons  in  1912,  and  this  in  spite  of  the 
differential  duty  imposed  by  Brazil  in  favour  of  United  States  flour. 

The  largest  number  of  mills  is  in  the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires, 
where  there  are  60  mills  with  an  aggregate  capital  of  £1,111,900. 
These  mills  accounted  for  19  per  cent,  of  the  total  output.  The  16 
mills  in  the  Federal  Capital,  with  a  capital  of  £824,000,  accounted  for 
39‘3  per  cent,  of  the  output  of  flour  and  bye-products  of  the  milling 
industry  of  the  Republic.  (C.  8,264.) 


PERSIA. 

H.M.  Vice-Consul  at  Bushire  (Mr,  H.  G.  Chick)  reports  that  there 
is  a  large  crop  of  almonds  this  year  in  the 
Ispahan  Province,  and  the  crop  in  Pars  Province 
is  also  above  the  average.  The  down-country 
transport  rates  are  low  at  present  in  Persia,  and  as  there  is  not  much 
demand  from  Russia  for  the  almonds,  this  would  appear  to  be  a 
favourable  opportunity  for  United  Kingdom  firms  to  get  their  stocks 
of  almonds  from  Southern  Persia.  (20,876.)

The  revised  figure,  however,  is  still  an  increase  of  1,042,206 
koku  over  last  year’s  crop,  and  of  1,353,860  koku  over  that  of  a 
normal  year.

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NEW  ZEALAND. 

The  Imperial  Trade  Correspondent  at  Dunedin  (Mr.  W.  T.  Monkman) 
.  .  ,  ,  reports,  under  date  10th  September,  that  a  late 

p  harvest  is  practically  certain  in  Otago  and  South- 

Oti^  and^*  land,  an  exceptionally  wet  month  having  left  the 

Sou^and.  ground  in  a  condition  that  will  seriously  delay  its 

preparation  for  sowing.  Livestock  have  come 
through  the  winter  very  well,  and  given  reasonably  good  weather  the 
exports  of  wool,  meat,  butter  and  cheese  should  be  quite  satisfactory. 
In  North  Otago,  a  dry  district,  good  rains  have  provided  the  ground 
with  a  reserve  of  moisture  against  the  possibility  of  a  dry  spring. 

The  area  under  cereals  will  be  below  that  of  last  year,  which  was 
under  the  average.  This  change  is  largely  due  to  the  excellent 
prospects  for  wool,  frozen  meat  and  dairy  produce,  the  output  of 
which  is  expected  to  be  larger  than  usual. 

Trade  is  not  equal  in  volume  to  that  of  a  year  ago  and  money  is 
less  plentiful,  conditions  which  are  likely  to  continue  until  the 
season’s  produce  begins  to  come  forward.  There  is  a  fairly  general 
impression  that  the  volume  of  business  for  the  present  year  will  fall 
below  that  of  1912,  but,  adds  Mr.  Monkman,  there  seems  no  cause 
for  uneasiness  as  to  the  financial  strength  of  the  Otago  district ; 
traders  are,  with  a  few  unimportant  exceptions,  in  a  sound  position.

e  egrap  y  1913^  which  provides  for  the  regulation  of  wireless 
r  ance.  telegraphy  in  Southern  Nigeria. 

Under  this  Ordinance  no  person  may  establish  a  wireless  telegraph 
station  or  instal  or  work  any  apparatus  for  wireless  telegraphy  in  the 
Colony  except  under  a  licence  granted  by  tlie  Governor.  Merchant 
ships  in  the  territorial  waters  of  the  Colony  must  not  use  wireless 
telegraphy  in  such  a  way  as  to  interfere  with  naval  signalling,  or 
with  the  working  of  wireless  stations  established  in  the  Colony. 
Merchant  ships  must  not  work  wireless  telegraphy  whilst  in  any 
harbour  or  bay  of  the  Colony  except  with  the  special  permission  of 
the  Governor.  (C.  8,l2i.) 
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MAURITIUS. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  received  a  copy  of  an  Ordinance  (No.  11  of 
Wireless  1913),  dated  22nd  August,  which  consolidates  the

P  1  f-  ^  Under  this  Ordinance  no  person  shall  establish 

“  '  any  wireless  telegraphy  station  or  install  or 

work  any  apparatus  for  wireless  telegraphy  in  any  place  or  on  board 
any  ship  registered  in  the  Colony,  except  under  and  in  accordance 
with  a  licence  granted  by  the  Governor. 

Every  such  licence  shall  be  in  such  form,  and  for  such  period,  as 
the  Governor  may  determine,  and  shall  contain  the  forms,  conditions, 
and  restrictions  on  and  subject  to  which  it  is  granted. 

No  person  shall  work  any  apparatus  for  wireless  telegraphy  installed 
on  any  merchant  ship,  whether  British  or  foreign,  while  that  ship  is 
in  the  territorial  waters  of  the  Colony,  otherwise  than  in  accordance 
with  prescribed  regulations. 

The  Ordinances  Nos.  33  of  1903  and  25  of  1912  are  repealed.

articles  in  bond,  with  particulars  of  the  trade  of  the  United  Kingdom  with 
each  foreign  country  and  British  Possession,  and  of  the  trade  at  each  port 
of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  third  volume  (supplement)  will  contain  a 
classification  on  the  basis  followed  in  Volumes  I.  and  II.  of  the  “Annual 
Statement  ”  for  1908  and  earlier  years. 

It  may  be  noted  that  beginning  with  the  issues  for  1909  the  figures  of 
Volumes  I.  and  II.  relate  to  the  countries  of  consignment  for  imports,  and 
countries  of  final  destination,  so  far  as  known,  for  exports.

*  Section  8  of  the  Corn  Returns  Act,  1882,  provides  that  where  returns  of  purchases 
of  British  Cora  are  made  to  the  local  Inspector  of  Cora  Returns  in  any  other  measure 
than  the  Imperial  bushel  or  by  weight  or  by  a  weighed  measure  that  officer  shall 
convert  such  returns  into  the  Imperial  bushel,  and  in  the  case  of  weight  or  weighed 
measure  the  conversion  is  to  be  made  at  the  rate  of  sixty  Imperial  pounds  for  every 
bushel  of  wheat,  fifty  Imperial  pounds  for  every  bushel  or  barley,  and  thirty-nine 
Imperial  pounds  for  every  bushel  of  oats.

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Confidential  Information  as  to  Openings  Abroad  for 
British  Trade,  &o. 

The  arrangement  inaugurated  on  Ist  January,  1907,  whereby  the 
names  of  British  firms  desirous  of  receiving  confidential  information 
as  to  opportunities  for  the  extension  abroad  of  those  branches  of  trade 
in  which  they  are  specially  interested,  and  as  to  other  connected  matters, 
are  placed  on  a  special  Register  at  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  has  met  with  widespread  approval,  as  evidenced 
by  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  names  so  registered.  For¬ 
merly  no  charge  was  made  for  admission  to  the  Register,  the  only 
requirement  being  subscription  to  the  “Board  of  Trade  Journal.” 
The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  names  inscribed,  and  in  the 
amount  of  information  distributed,  having  rendered  it  necessary 
to  make  a  small  charge  for  the  service,  firms  desirous  of  utilising 
this  source  of  information  are  required  to  pay  an  annual  fee 
of  one  guinea  to  the  Accountant  General,  Board  of  Trade,  White¬ 
hall  Gardens,  London,  S.W.,  for  the  service,  including  the  mjyply 
of  the  "Board  of  Trade  Journal,”  instead  of  merely  subscribing 
to  the  “Journal,”  as  previously,  through  the  Government  Sale 
Agents.  British  firms  who  wish  to  have  their  names  registered 
should  apply  in  writing  to  the  Director,  Commercial  Intelligence 
Branch,  73,  Basinghall  Street,  London,  E.C.,  for  the  necessary  form  of 
application. 

Admission  to  the  Register  and  retention  upon  it  will  be,  as  hereto¬ 
fore,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  confidential  information  which  is  communicated  to  firms  upon 
the  Register  is  received  from  His  Majesty’s  Consular  Officers  in  Foreign 
Countries,'  from  His  Majesty’s  Trade  Commissioners  and  the  Imperial 
Trade  Correspondents  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  from  other  sources 
available  to  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch. 

It  may  be  stated  that  confidential  information  thus  received  relates 
mainly  to  openings  for  British  Trade  abroad,  and  is  communicated  to 
firms  on  the  Register  in  Circular  letters.  During  1912,  1,098  such 
Circular  letters  were  prepared,  and  copies  (totalling  146,578)  were 
despatched  to  firms  on  the  Register  interested  in  the  trades  to  which 
the  Circular  letters  respectively  related,  as  compared  with  1,091 
Circular  letters  and  copies  totalling  142,032  sent  out  in  1911. 

Note. — Apart  from  the  Special  Register  arrangements  referred  to 
above,  the  Commercial  Intelligence  Branch  is  always  ready  to  answer 
enquiries  on  specific  subjects,  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  interests  of 
British  trade  (see  below).

Regulations  concerning  Commercial  Travellers,  &c.,  &c. 

lliere  is  a  Sample  Room  at  the  offices  of  the  Branch,  where,  in 
addition  to  samples  illustrative  of  reports  of  H.M.  Consuls  or  of  the 
Correspondents  or  Special  Commissioners  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
specimens  of  special  interest  that  may  be  received  from  India,  the 
Colonies,  &c.,  are  exhibited  from  time  to  time.
